RED DEER STORE 


On Thursday, November 17th, the Cata¬ 
logue .Sales office Division opened a new 
Class 1 office at Red Deer, Alberta. This now 
brings to thirteen the number of Class 1 units 
in the Regina Control Store region. Class 1 
offices are those where we stock merchandise 
at the location and employ salesmen. Our 
sales area at Red Deer is 5,000 square feet 
with a corresponding warehouse area on 
the lower floor. 

Red Deer, a city of approximately 19,000, 
is located some ninety miles from Edmonton 
on the north and Calgary to the south. It 
is the centre of a prosperous mixed farming 
community as well as numerous gas and oil 
wells. The trading area population is well 
over 115,000. 

Red Deer district was surveyed for home¬ 
steads in November, 1883, by one of the 
earliest settlers, Mr. Angus McPhee, D.I.S. 
In the spring of 1884 Rev. Leonard Gaetz, 
D.D., with his wife and ten children took up 
a homestead on the quarter section where 
the city of Red Deer now stands. The first 
school was established in 1886, known as 
the Red Deer Central Protestant Public School 
District #104 of the N.W.T. At that time the 
log schoolhouse near the Red Deer River had 
seven pupils. The Calgary and Edmonton 
railway (C.P.R.) lines reached Red Deer from 
Calgary in April, 1891. Red Deer takes its 
name from the river which traverses it, the 
Cree Indian name for which was Waskasoo 
Seepee, meaning Red Deer River. The river 
received that name from the numerous red 
deer frequenting its banks in the early days. 
We in the Catalogue Sales Division feel a 
link to the pioneers as well, since our new

premises crre located on Gcretz Avenue (named 
after Rev. Gaetz) and 48th Street. As well, 
our landlord, the Stewart Brothers, now at 
Penhold, Alberta, are early pioneers of Red 
Deer, having come there early in the turn of 
the century. They are highly regarded 
throughout the city and district for their 
contribution over the years to the develop¬ 
ment of this wonderful locality. 

Our Catalogue Sales Division is looking 
forward, under the managership of Mr. For- 
gay, formerly at Estevan C.S.O., to a fruitful 
and prosperous business at Red Deer. With 
Mr. Forgay is his assistant Mrs. L. Chapman 
and eleven other, sales and credit staff. 

Mayor J. M. McAfee snipped the ribbon 
at 9.30 a.m. on Thursday morning to let 
customers through the main doors. C.S.O. 
manager Lowry Forgay then welcomed the 
public to our newly enlarged premises. An 
interesting highlight during the radio broad¬ 
cast was a call from a customer advising us 
that she had a Simpson's mail order catalogue 
from 1905 and that she would be down with 
it later on.

A good number of our readers may not be 
fully aware of the volume of business that 
passes through our hands or the number of 
customers we serve. 

Let's start with the orders coming in! Our 
trucks pick up the mail bags from the Rail¬ 
way Station delivering it to our Cash Office. 
At this point the letters are opened and all 
money enclosures controlled. The orders are 
forwarded to the Buying Dept, (cash orders 
and COD's). The credit orders are sent to the 
Easy Payment Dept, and later sent to the 
Buying Dept. 

The Buying Dept, arrange for tickets which 
are sent to the merchandise departments so 


the articles ordered by the customers can 
be sent to the Packing Dept. They also 
schedule the flow of orders. 

The Order Review now enters the picture 
and this Department revises the order forms 
where necessary before shipment is made. 

In addition to these immediate departments, 
numerous others are required to run our Mail 
Order business. 

So it all boils down to simply this, all of, 
us, directly or indirectly, depend on our 
customers and the service we give will be a 
measure of our success.
